The  demand  for  high  grade  aiople-s  was  a  little  better  on  the 
Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  January  .8,  according  to  a  cable  received 
in  the  Foreign  Service'  from  J.Ir.  F.  A..  .I.Iotz,  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture* s  frui  t  specialist  inEarope.     Supplies  .of  both  barreled  and 
boxed  apples  -.vero  light.    The  general  condit  ion  of  the  American  fruit 
was  good  but  there  is  still  too  much  lo/;  .grade  fruit  on  the  mar  cet. 
Most  of  this  is  Canadian.    Canadian  apples  were  in  more  liberal  supply 
than  AjTErican.    The  demand  for  most  varieties  of  apples  offered  was 
moderate,  but  Yor.-cs  met  a  good  demand,  and  made  better  prices  than  last 
wee'tc.    The  U.S.  No.  1;  2-^  inch  grade  sold  at  the  same  price  as  it  did 
a  year  ago.    Virginia  Albe:narle  Pixjp ins-. were  quoted  at  about  v8.27 
per  barrel  for  the  U.S.  I'o.  2,  2-^-  inch  grade.    This  was  the  best  price 
made  on  the  auction  for  barreled  apples.     ITew  Yor:-c  Rhode  Island  Green- 
ings sold  at  considerably  less  than,  they  did  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 
Canadian  barreled  apples  sold  mostly,  from  v2.92  to  4A,:^Q  per  barrel, 
although  the  price  range  was  between  ^(51. 45  and  ^5.84  per  barrel. 

At  London  barreled  and  boxed  apples  were,  in  light  supply,  demand 
was  improving  and  the  general  condit  ion  , of.  the  fruit  -'^as  good.  U.S. 
No.  1,  Z-^-  inch  Yor^s  sold  at  from  .^6.08  'to  $6.57;  U.S.  Commercial  24- 
inch  at  ^5.60  tc  .;p6.0.6.    Winesaps  from  Virginia  .vere  in  generally  fair 
condition,  good  condition  .U.S.  No.,  .2,  2-^  inch  fruit  sold  at  from  ^6.08 
to  ^^6.3^!  per  barrel.  ■  These  prices  are  a  little  lo.ver  than  those 
received  at  Liverpool.     Oregon  Spitzenbergs  were  in  light  supply  and 
met  a  moderate  demand.    Extra  fancy,  15C/l63/l75,  sold  at  about  ^2,86 
per  box  and  the  Extra  fancy,  IGf/smaller  grade,  made  about  .^2.80. 

The  Empire  I.IaTiceting  Board  reports  supplies  afloat  to  arrive  in 
Great  Britain  next  weOrt  from  Canada  and  the  United  States  total  60,800 
barrels  and  9,700  boxes  from  Atlantic  ports,  90  r.er  cent  of  //hich  are 
of  Canadian  origin.     Shipments  of  South  African  deciduous  fruits  are 
the  heaviest  on  record  for  this  time  of  year,  87,000  boxes  are  expect^ed 
next  wee'rc.     This  is  three  times  greater  than  last  year's  arrivals  for 
the  same  period.    This  fruit  is  .arriving  in  excellent  condition. 
Spanish  and  Jaffa  oranges  are  also  .arriving  in  large  quantities  and 
selling  at  extremely  low  prices.
